WILL DRIVE SPAIN FROM CUBA 


Washington, April 19, 2 a, m.---After one of the hardest fought battles between the two houses 
nown in many years, congress, at a late hour this morning, came to an agreement upon the momen- 
tous question now agitating the nation. 

The Cuban resolution was passed and will be sent to the president this morning.

resolution by a vote of 42 to 35; the house by a vote of 310 to 6. The first conference showed a deter- 
mination on the part of the house not to yield a single point and it was only after a long consultation 
with the house leaders that they agreed to allow the little words “are and” in the first section of the 
senate resolution which declares that the people of Cuba are, and of right ought to be free and independ- 
ent. The resolution as finally adopted is the same as reported from the senate committee on foreign re- 
lations, with the additional fourth section known as the Teller amendment, disclaiming any intention 


on the part of the United States to acquire Cuba.

Agreement Made With the Senators Meets 
With Opposition In Housa, 


DEMOCRATS AND REPUBLICANS AGREE | 


With an Enthusiastic Rush the Per- 
fected Resolution Was Rushed 
Through, Showing That the 
Americans Will Now 
Stand Together. 


Washington, April 19.—The house, after 
one of the hardest and most desperate 
fights in its history, succeeded in forcing 
the senate to yield the main contention in 
the war resolutions—the independence of 
the existing government in Cuba. With 
that exception the house accepted the sen- 
ate resolutions. 

The republicans who joined with the 
democrats in an attempt to concur tn the 
senate amendments entire rallied fourteen 
' votes at one time and on every vote there- 
after they dwindled. : 

When the final vote was taken shortly 
before 3 o'clock this morning 310 votes were 
east for the declaration upon which we are 
to go to war, if war itis to be. 

Six votes only were cast against it. They 
included five republicans and one democrat. 

The eix votes against the report were: 

Boutelle, republican, of Maine; Brewer, 
democrat. of Alabama; Gardner, republi- 
can, of New Jersey; Johnson, republican, 
of Indiana; Loud, republican of California; 
McCall, republican of Massachusetts. 

The house met at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing in accotdance with the recess taken 
Saturday. Mr. Dingley moved an adjourn- 
ment, which was carried. The regular ses- 
sion, therefore, began at 12 o'clock. 

During the two hours intervening a lot 
of hard work was done on both sides. 
Speaker Reed summoned his lieutenants to 
his room and the situation was earnestly 
discussed. 

Shortly before 12 o’clock Senator 
Hanna appeared and had a consulta- 
tion with General Grosvenor, of Ohio. 
The latter informei the Ohio senator 
that he considered the action of the 
house very doubtful. . 

The house was called to order at 12 
o’clock and soon afterward the clerk of 
the senate announced the passage of the

Mr. Johnson, repubiican, of Indiana, and 
Mr. Bromwell, republican, of Ohio, were 
on their feet, both demanding recognition 
to state preliminary inguiries. 

The former wanted to ask unanimous 
consent to addresa the house in antagonism 
to the motion, but he was howled down. 
But when Mr. Bromwell, a moment later 
declared that he wished to offer a motion 
to concur, the democratic side sent up cheer 
upon cheer. 

The republican side was ominously silent. 
The speaker sternly commanded order and 
then informed Mr. Bromwell that his mo- 
tion could not be entertained until that of 
Mr. Dingley had been disposed of. 

Sulzer’s Motion Not Entertained. 


Mr. Bailey, under cover of making a par- 


liamentary inquiry, brought out clearly the 
fact that unless the motion of Mr. Dingley 
Was voted down, the house could not vote 
on the motion to concur, of which Mr. 
Bromwell had given notice. 

Mr, Sulzer, democrat, of New York, at- 
tempted to interpose with the point of or- 
der that Mr. Bromwell’s motion took pre- 
cedence over that of Mr. Dingley. He had 
a copy of the ruies in his hand and was pre- 
pared to argue the question, but the speak- 
er unceremoniously declined to hear him. 


No division was asked on the motion for the 


' previous question, but upon the main ques- 


tion a chorus of Gemands from both sides 
went up for the ayes and nays. The roil- 
call was watched with intense interest. 

The democrats started in to applaud every 
republican who voted ‘“‘nay,’’ but the prom- 
ised defection of over twenty-five members 
on the republican side did not materialize. 
The democrats only had fourteen opportu- 
nities to applaud. It was apparent before 
the end of the first roll cail that they were 
defeated. Their disappointment was mani- 
fest on their faces while the countenances 
of the republicans were correspondingly 
joyful over the victory. 

When Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, ascertained 
that the motion had carried hy a safe ma- 
jority, he withdrew his vote and was re- 
corded present. 

The announcement of the vote—179 to 156— 
and the decisive victory was loudly applaud- 
ed by the republicans. 

Fourteen republicans broke party linés 
and voted no, as follows: 

Bromwell, Brown, Colson, Cooper, of Wis- 
consin: Dorr, Johnson, of Indiana; John- 
son, of North Dakota; Lorimer, Loud, Ma- 
hany, Mann, Sulloway, Warner and White, 
of Illinois. One populist, Howard; of Ala- 
bama, voted aye with the republicans. 

Leaders Consult Hastily. 

The house then quieted down and pro- 
ceeded under the cail of committees to the 
consideration of minor matters, but after 
it became noised about on the house side 
that the senate had: non-concurred without 
a request for a conference, the leaders held 
hasty consultations and the galleries filled. 
At 3:40 p. m. the resolutions were returned 
to the house with senate’s dec’sion to non- 
concur. Mr. Dingley, Mr. Bailey and Mr. 
Brom .vell were ail on their feet asking for 
recognition. The speaker recognized Mr. 
Dingley, who moved that the house insist 
upon its amendment and ask for a confer- 
ence. Upon his motion he demanded the 
previous question. 

Mr. Bailey, as a parliamentary inquiry, 
desired to know of the chair whether a mo- 
tion to recede and concur would not take 
precedence. 

The speaker said he thought not. 

Mr. Bailey cited a precedent from the 
twenty-eighth congress, which, he said, cov- 
ered the exact case in point. 

The speaker asked to see it. The 
members waited with breathless inter- 
est while the speaker examined it. 
When he decided that it would hold

AN ANTI-SPANISH RIOT. 


American Sailors Bring the Dagoes to 
Time. 

Brunswick, Ga., April 18—(Special)—An 
anti-Spanish demonstration, led by the mate 
of the American schooner Francis C. Yarn- 
all, occurred on Brunswick’s docks yester- 
day. About eight Spaniards and four Amer- 
ican sailors mixed, and the scene was made 
doubly exciting by the use of axes and be- 
laying pins. Mehaffey, master of the schoon- 
er Samuel B. Hubbard, was lying in his 
hammock when he heard the Spaniards 
cursing the Americans. Looking over to 
the Yarnall he saw the mate climbing down 
the ladder with an ax. The mate under- 
standing Spanish, caught the oaths against 
Americans and called his crew. Three fol- 
lowed him and the mix-up began. One 
Spaniard was severely hurt and re-enforce- 
ment from the Hubbard began running to- 
ward the fighting dozen. The Spaniards 
beat a retreat and were chased cons‘derably. 
The row amounted to almost a riot and cfe- 
ated considerable excitement. 

Spanish Vice-Consul Torras has used his 
best efforts to keep the Spanish sailors out 
of trouble since the crisis has been on. He 
is especially well liked here, and has pre- 
vented serious trouble several times. The 
Spanish sailors violated his orders yesterday 
in leaving their vessels.

Washington, April 19.—The tocsin of war 
has been sounded by the American con- 
gress. At 1:15 o'clock thia morning it re- 
ceived the report of the conferencs commit- 
tee of the two branches of congress, 
and and twelve minutes after had been 
adopted. Ther: was a fight to the last 
minute, however, the advocates of recogni- 
tion of the independence of the island re- 
public standing their ground until they 
were fairly knocked down by a vote of 
42 to 35. 

The minority vote was cast by those who 
wanted radical action and insisted that the 
resolution should carry with it recognitten 
of the independence of the Cuban republic. 
| Upon this a split developed which very 
nearly proved fatal to any action at all. 

The reception of the conference report 
\ brought to a close one of the most interest- 
ing and tumultuous sessions of the senate 
held in years. Such scenes of confusion 
and excitement have rarely been witnessed 
in the ordinarily staid and dignified budy 
as characterized ita proceedings from noon 
yesterday until nearly 2 o'clock in the 


morning.

House Message Before the Senate. 

Mr. Davis, the distinguished chairman of 
the foreign relations committee, requested 
that the message from the house concern- 
ing the Cuban resolutions be laid before 
the senate. After the reading of the mes- 
Sage Mr. Davis addressed the senate. The 
stillness as he began to speak was pro- 
found. He spoke clearly, but rapidly. 

“In my great anxiety to secure speedy 
action upon this question,” said he, “‘action 
which I think ought to be taken immediate- 
ly, I have refrained from taking part in 
the discussion up to this time. The resolu- 
tions, as they come to us from the house, 
with the exceptions which I shall note, are 
practically the same as those which were 
reported to the senate by the foreign rela- 
tions committee.”’ 


The exceptions noted by Mr. Davis were 
the striking out of the words “and are” 
and the provision in the senate resolution 
previding for the recognition of the pres- 
ent. Cuban republic. Mr. Davis then said 
that the whole subject had been thoroughly 
debated. Meantime, while the debate was 
proceeding, the destruction of the Maine 
had remained unchastised: many of the 
reconcentradoes in Cuba had died and dif- 
ferences and dissension had arisen here as 
to the method of action which should,be 
adopted. He said we had now arrived” at 
a point where by thoughtful, temperate 
and reasonable action the entire matter 
could be settled within twenty minutes. He 
maintained further that no man could or 
would have the right to doubt that the 
passage of the resolutions as sent to the 
senate would bring about the freedom of 
Cuba as well as the independence of its 
inhabitants, which so many desired. In 
order that the senate—might settle the 
question, and settle it now, he moved that 
the senate concur in the house resolutions. 

Stewart Grows Emphatic. 

The motion had scarcely been entered 
when Mr. Stewart addressed the senate. 

“It is true,’’ said he, ‘‘that this question 
can be settled immediately, but it is neces- 
sary that it should be settled rightly and it 
cannot be so settled until the freedom and 
independence of the Cuban republic are 
recognized.”’ 

Mr. Hale gained the floor and said 
he believed the stern arbitrament of war 
would be upon us. While the temporary 
majority here could now control the sit- 
uation the whole country would under- 
stand that that majority was preventing 
definite action upon the momentous ques- 
tion at issue, simply by standing out for the 
recognition of the independence “vf the 
Cuban republic, a recognition all of the 
great lawyers of the senate, including Mr. 
Morgan, of Alabama, had consistently op- 
posed. 

“We are in favor of speedy action,” de- 
clared Mr. Hale, ‘‘because we believe that 
the time for action has now come, and we 
are prepared to submit the question of dif- 
ference between the two houses to confer- 
ence. 

Without division the first part of Mr. 
Davis’s motion, insisting upon the senate 
amendments, was passed. 

Mr. Aldrich, of Rhode island, briefiv ed- 
dressing the senate, said he thad never 
known, during his gervice in the senate 
such a course as was proposed by the ma- 
jority to be insisted Upon and he thougnt 
the senators in favor of that course ought 
to give some reason for the position they 
had taken. It was perfectly evident, Mr. 
Aldrich said, that the majority desired no 
action at all. 

Jones Makes Reply. 

In reply, Mr. Jones of Arkansas, main- 
tained that it was the part of the house to 
request that a conference committee be 
appointed and thus far the house had not 
asked for a conference. The second part 
of the Davis motion directing the vice 
president to appoint the conferees was de- 
feated—34 to 43. 

The sundry civil bill was then taken up 
and during its considerations Mr. Allen took 
the floor to say that Mr. Hale had been 
mistaken on last Saturday when he had 
said that the change of front on the part 
of certain senators on the Cuban question 
had been due to the presence in the city 
of Hon, William J. Bryan. He had inter- 
views read with Mr. Bryan to show that 
Mr, Bryan had supported all the move- 
ments made looking to the advancement of 
the American cause jn the Cuban sgitua- 
tion. 

While the billcwas still pending the clerk 
of the house entered the chamber with 
the house notification that the house had 
insisted upon the amendments and asked 
for a conference, and it was at once laid 
before the seate. Mr. Davis moved thaf 
the senate disagree to the house amend- 
ments and that the request for a conference 
be agreed to, and further, that the vice pres- 
ident appoint the conferees. Mr. Allen ask- 
ed for a division of the question and the 
conference asked for was agreed to. 

There was some discussion about the ap- 
pointment of conferees, the senators favor- 
ing free Cuba saying the majority ought 
to be represented on the committee. 


Chandler Talks Vigorously. 

In the course of a snappy, vigorous speech 
Mr. Chandler, of New Hampshire, said: 

“The house has had two votes with a 
majority of fourteen each declaring that it 
was the sense of the senate that the Unit- 
ed States should recoggize the indepen- 
dence of the Cuban republic, at the head 
of which is Maximo *~ Gomez—rebel—as 
France recognized the revolutionary ,ov- 
ernment of the American colonies, 
head of which was George Washington— 
rebel. The Spanish cortes- will meet next 
Wednesday, and.it is important that the 
voice of the American congress in favor of 
Cuban freedom and independence should 
reach the cortes. 

‘‘The senator from Indiana (Turpie) is the 
author of the clause for which the senate 
has pronounced by its two votes, with a 
majority of fourteen; the senator from Ohio 
(Mr. Foraker) was the only republican on 
the foreign relations committee who advo- 


cated that clause, and now it is gravely ' 


yroposed that a conference committee shal] 

appointed on which neither of these 
senators shall be—a committee of three sen- 
ators, every one of whom is against the 
proposition for which the senate has twice 
voted. 

“It seems to me that the enemies of the 
Cuban freedom who have taken charge of 
the movement and who do not mean that 
it shall go forward except under their aus- 
pices and with their consent ought at least 
to allow the decision of the matter to be 
in the hands of its friends.”’ 

Mr. Chandler said that in the interest of 
immediate action republican senators who 
had voted for the freedom of Cuba were 
willing-to make some sacrifices. 

This was the first note sounded on the 
floor of the intention of the republicans ito 
yiéld their position. 

Lindsay Makes Strong Anpeal. 

Mr, Lindsay. of Kentucky, ma¥ a strong 
appeal for the recognition of the independ- 
ence of the island republic. 

The first note of comprom‘se was then 
sounded by Mr. Teller. He said it was ap- 
parent that if a vote were taken now the

Mr. Chandler at 8 o'clock, upon the re- 
convening of the senate, suggested the ab- 
sence of a quorum and the call brought 
fiftv senators into the chamber. 

The conferees came in at 8:10 p. m. There 
was a visible stir in the gallaries as the 
chairman of the conference committee, Mr. 
Davis, of Minnesota, rose to present the re- 
port and make his statement to the senate. 
By this time nearly every senator was in 
his seat, and the interest became intense as 
lt was whispered about that an agreement 
had been reached. Mr. Davis said that in 
conformity with the instructions of the sen- 
ate, the conferees met a Iike committee 
frém the house and that after full and free 
discussion he had to report that the con- 
ferees had failed to reach an agreement. 
There was intense silence. It was the un- 
expected that had happened and then a 
half sigh was heard over the crowded gal- 
leries that all the eloquence and the ex- 
haustive presentative phase of the pending 
proposition must go for aught. Mr. Davis 
stated the points of agreement, that there 
had been no difficulty to agree to the 
house resolution as amended, but the point 
of contention arose over the insertion of 
the words “are and” in the first section, 
which reads: ‘“‘The people of the island of 
Cuba are, and of right ought to be, free 
and independent.”’ 

He said the majority of the conferees had 
agreed to waive the Turple amendment pro- 
viding that the words above mentioned be 
inserted. But the senate conferees were 
met with refusal to so agree and he reluc- 
tantly reported the same to the senate. 

Morgan Gives the Situation. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, the minority 
member of the conference committee, stat- 
ed that the chairman of the foreign rela- 
tions committee spoke for the majority. For 
one he had not relinquished the hope that 
the Cubans might be free, but thought un- 
der the temper of the house there was little 
or no use to send the conferees again into 
conference unless it Was indicated that the 
house would recede. 

Mr. Foraker then explained h 7 
as a member of the committee. He said he 
had accepted the appointment on the Cow: 
mittee with the understanding from mem-~- 
bers of the house that if the Turpie amend- 
ment was receded from there would be 
little trouble to reach a conchision. Upon 
this he entered upon his duties and en- 
deavored to reach a harmonious conclusion. 
Instead as a member of the committee he 
met an entirely different situation than 


hat outlined to him, the house conferees 
r ing to insert the words ‘“‘are and, 
which they had eliminated from the reso- 


lution, though the senate would abandon 
its position on the Turpie amendment. He 
said this action was wholly unsatisfactory 
to him. He then, in an impassioned man- 
ner, said that if the senate did not intend 
to stand by its position it would be avso- 
lutely unjustifiable before the world. if 
we are to interfere with force of arms it 
must be with the understanding that the 
people of Cuba are independent of Spain. 

Mr. Cockrell, of Missouri, then moved a 
motion to insist upon the senate resolu- 
tion. whereupon Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, 
said in a loud voice he had not yielded the 
republic of Cuba as @ member of the con- 
committee. 

As Mr. Hoar Saw It. 

Mr. -Hoar, of Massachusetts, following, 
said that it was the understanding that 
if the United States went to war and sent 
its ships into Cuban waters and its urmies 
into Cuba our navy and army would be 
under the direction of the Cuban govern- 
ment, .if the senate insisted upon the Tur- 
pie amendment. 

Cries of ‘No! were heard over the senate, 
coming from all sides. 

Mr. Hoar continued to argue that the 
president should be left as commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy, master of the 
situation, that he should not be hampered 
in any manner, allowing him in his own 
way to recognize the independence of Cuba, 
which right he he!d was sacred under the 
constitution, 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, said that the house 
had turned its back upon the fundamental 
principles of the constitution and the prop- 
er course for the senate now to pursue 
was to grant a’further conference with the 
house conferees. 3 

Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, said the situa- 
tion, so far as the senate was concerned, 
made the last stage worse than the first, 
and he, for ong, was in favor of insisting 
upon a disagreement with the house. 

Mr. Mason, of Illinois, stated what he 
conceived to be the parliamentary status 
of the pending question, becoming almost 
hysterical in his oratory. He had, he de- 
clared, made the fight for independence. 
He had been forced to yield his convictions 
this afternoon and now he was prepared to 
yield still further. 

“We gave up our ideas,”’ he cried, “but 
I say to you now that 1 capitulate, but 
J] do not surrender. You have conquered 
me. but if God lets me live, I give you 
notice that tomorrow I shall fight for Cu- 
ban independence and gain it before I quit 
this sphere of action.” 

A strong appeal was then entered by Mr. 
White, of California, for action of some 
kind that would end the suspense and end 
it at once.

ISSUE CALL FOR VOLUNTEERS. 


Bill Will Be Presented in Congress To- 
day Giving President Authority. 

Washington, April 18.—Representative 
Hull, of Iowa, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on military affairs, will tomorrow 
introduce an administration bill authorizing 
the president to issue a call for volunteers 
to the number of sixty thousand or seventy 
thousand men. It will be considered at once 
by the committee, its passage expedited as 
rapidly as possible and will take effect im- 
mediately upon the president’s approval. 

Its terms will authorize the president to 
call on the various states for quotas in 
making up the aggregate. By reading in 
this way instead of specifically logking to 
calling out the various state militia, sev- 
eral embarrassing technicalities will be 
avoided, a main one being the cunstitutional 
inhibition on sending state militia out of 
the country, while volunteers so called for 
can be ordered anywhere. 

It is likely that if the situation develops 
into such grave proportions as is now ex- 
pected. a second call for one hundred 
thousand volunteers will be issued by the 
president. The necessity for this immense 
number. however. is not clear to the au- 
thorities at this time. 

The draft of the present war measure has 
just been framed by the war department 
officials. and the leading members of the 
military committee have already conferred 
with the war department authorities on the 
necessity on this line. the latter having an- 
nounced that a maximum of eighty thou- 
sand volunteers would be sufficient at this 
time.

The Second Figure Ready. 

The second bronze figure of the Georgia 
state monument has just been cast and 
finished by the Gordon Manufacturing Com- 
pany at Providence, R. I. Like the figure 
of the infantryman finished some time ago, 
this second one is representative of a 
branch of the service—the artillery.

Died Within a Few Hours éf Each 
Other in Memphis. 


THEY HAD RELATIVES HERE 


Mayor Collier Went to Memphis When 
Telegraphed of Mrs. Graves’ 
Death. Ree 


Mayor Collier was called to Memphis 
Sunday by a telegram announcing the 
death of Mrs. Richard C. Graves and the 
critical illness of Richard C. Graves, his 
cousin by marriage. Mayor Collier arriv- 
ed in Memphis yesterday morning only to 
learn that ‘Mr. Richard Graves had just 
breathed his last. 

Mr. Graves died without knowing of his 
wife’s death. Her death was caused by 
appendicitis. After the usual operation 
had been performed, Mr. Graves was 
greatly troubled on account of his wife's 
critical condition, and@ declared if she died 
he did not care to live. Although appar- 
ently in perfect health at the time, a few 
hours later he succumbed to the strain on 
his nurvous system. The funeral of both 
will occur this afternoon. 

Mr. Graves was a nephew of the late 
Major Sidney Root, of Atlanta, a brother 
of Frank Graves, of Atlanta, and Albert 
Graves, of Chicago. His mother, who is 
now ninety years of age, is living in Mas- 
sachusetts. Mr Frank Graves left yester- 
day for Memphis. 

The following dispatch to The Constitu- 
tion tells the strange story: 

‘Memphis, Tenn,, April 18.—(Special.)— 


This community is profoundly shocked 
and grieved over the sudden death of Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard C. Graves within a few 
hours of each other. Mrs. Graves was 
taken ill a little over a week ago with 
appendicitis. An operation was performed 
last Monday, since which time her life hung 
as if by a thread until the end came Sat- 
urday nignt about 9 o'clock, 

“Mr. Graves was thrown into great azg- 
ony of mind on account of his wife’s crit- 
ical condition, but was apparently in per- 
fect physical health. After the operation 
Was performed upon Mrs. Graves her hus- 
band seemed to feel that she would die, 
and declared to a close friend that if she 
must go he did not wish to live. Two days 
later he broke down entirely under the 
strain. <A series of nervcus chills were 
followed by high fever and @elirium. It 
was also found that his heart as well as 
his nervous system was critically affected. 
He died at 2 o’cleck this morning, never 
raving regained consciousness, and there- 
fore spared the pain of learning of his 
wife’s death. 

“From the time the physicians operated 
upon Mrs. Graves no one but the nurse 
and physicians were allowed in the room. 
Mr. Graves was not even allowed to see 
her, the physicians telling him that it was 
a matter of life and death, and to give 
the patient absolute quiet of mind an@ 
body. She was told, too, that it was best 
for none to come-into the room, and al- 
though she was conscious up to within 
eight or ten hours of her death, she did not 
know of her husbund’s titness, thinking 
that his absence from her bedside was due 
entirely to the physicians’ rigorous orders. 

“The body of Mrs. Graves was embalmed 
to await the issue of her husband’s dan- 
gerous illness. Since his death the funeral] 
arrangements have been made. The fune- 
ral services over the mortal remains of 
both will take place in Calvary church. of 
Which they were both devout communi- 
cants, tomorrow afternoon at 3 O'clock.

WR, SMITH AND THE COMMISSION 


He Is Regarded as the Stonewall Jack- 
son of Southern Railway Men 
by His Firm Stand 


Mr. Milton H. Smith, president of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company, 
Spent yesterday in Atlanta. He was on his 
way to New York and came this way to 
look after some Georgia railroad matters. 
General Manager T. K. Scott, of. the Geor- 
gia road, came up to Atlanta to meet Mr. 
Smith and they went down to Augusta to- 
gether last night. 


Mr. Smith is one of the striking figures 
among the railway managers of the last 
two decades. He entered railway service 
as a telegraph operator on the old Missis- 
sippi Central at Holly Springs,‘ Miss., and 
worked his way up to the top. During the 
war he was identified with the military 
railroads in northern Alabama. At the close 
of the war he was appointed local freight 
agent of the Louisville and Nashville at 
Louisville. Subsequently he became gener- 
al freight agent and he went on up to a 
vice presidency, although for fhree or four 
years he was with the Baltimore and Ohio 
and the Pennsyivania roads. He is now in 
the tenth year of his presidency of the 
Louisville and Nashville and under his man- 
agement the property has grown and 
strengthened wonderfully, and its earnings 
have increased until now they amount to 
$2,000,000 a year and sometimes more. 

There are two things in particular about 
President Smith which his associates used 
to wonder—his mastering of details and 
his persistent opposition to rate man'‘pula- 
tion of all kinds. He has always thrown his 
influence against special privileges and rates 
to a favored few heavy shippers. It is 
his policy to put all shippers on the same 
footing—that is the Louisville and Nash- 
ville has had but one charge for the same 
service and that was the published charge. 

The interstate commerce commission used 
to make a great point of requiring railroads 
to print and post their rates in a conspicu- 
ous place about their stations. The board 
believed that this publicity would correct 
abuses, some imaginary and others real. 
Mr. Smith said that kind of publicity would 
not be of any real practical benefit to one 
in a tnoucand, because if a road is giving 
secret rates it would not publish them and 
its regular tariff rates it wants known of 
all men, but few shippers ever consult the 
posted tariffs. 

The commission would not admit for a 
long time that this requirement was prac- 
tically useless, but recently the mem- 
bers seem to have changed their 
views because they now propose 
to have the law so changed that 


the enforcement of this requirement shall 


be left to the discretion of the commission- 
ers. 

Mr. Smith took another position at the 
very outset in regard to the law which the 
commission opposed for years, but finally 
the courts have deajided that the railroad 
president was right and the commission 
was wrong. This was the construction of 
the long and short haul clause, the com- 
mission holding that competition between 
railroads subject to the act did not consti- 
tute such dissimilar conditions as to war- 
rant them in charging more in the agere- 
gate for a short hau! than for_a long one, 
Mr Smith predicted that the courts would 
take his view of the law when they came 
to pass on it, and they have done so. 
The point was years in reaching the su- 
preme court of the United States, but when 
that court did pass upon it, Mr. Smith's 
construction was upheld and the commis- 
sion’s was rejeciéd. 

It may be added that many railway man- 
agers accepted the commission’s view of 
the law and for a time declined to put in 
joint rates with roads which did not ac- 
How- 
ever, they got over that before long. 

Mr. Smith has an articie in the April num- 

ber of The Forum entitled ‘““‘The Dangerous 
Demands of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission.”” In this article Mr. Smith re- 
views that proposed change which the com- 
mission wants made in the interstate com. 
meree act. He says these changes would 
practically revolutionize the character of 
the commission and invest-it with attributes 
which hitherto congress has always declined 
to confer. 
“By these amendments,’ says Mh. Smith, 
’*the commission is given the power to bring 
before it at all times, upon complaint or 
without complaint, any number of inter- 
state carriers; to fix for them maximum 
rates, when necessary to give effect to the 
commission’s ideas as to the comparative 
advantages which localities ought to enjoy: 
to establish through rout and to fix 
through rates and to prescribe the divisions 
thereof: to change classifications of freight; 
to prescribe the rules and regulations under 
which traffic shall move. and to determine 
what privileges and facilities the carrier 
shall afford. Every such order of the com- 
mission may be as geferal, and may bind as 
many carriers, and relate to as many hun- 
dreds or thousands of rates, subjects, or 
details, as the commission's wishes may dic- 
tate, It is difficult to imagine any sort of 
traffic regulation orcontrol which these ex- 
tensive powers would not embrace. Indeed, 
the propesition is nothing less in effect 
than to make the interstate commerce com- 
mission the traffic Manager for each of the 
hundreds of interstate railroads in the 
United States, and for each mile of its 180,- 
000 miles of railroad. 

“A complete reverial of the method of 
enfcreing the commission's orders is also 
prcposed. Instead of the present plan, 
whereby the courts enforce the orders of 
the commission after a judicial determina- 
tion that they are lawful, it is now pro- 
pese@ that all orders of the commission, 
made in the exercise of the sweeping pow.

imposed, just as fines are imposed for vio- 
lating acts of congress. The only way to 
obtain any review of these self-executing 
orders wil] be for the carrier, within a very 
limited time, to take the matter into court; 
and, except in extraordinary cases, even the 
adoption of this course will not prevent the 
orders from being effective while the judi- 
cial review is in progress. The court, in 
reviewing the commission’s orders, is not to 
be allowed to take additional evidence, Sut 
must content itself with the record made 
up by the commission. If not satisfied with 
that, the court can obtain additional evi- 
dence only by allowing the commission to 
take and report it. No provision at all 
seems to be made for any appeal to the 
courts for relief by a person or a locality 
whose interests May be injuriously \affected 
by the commission's self-executing de- 
ecrees.”’ 

Taking up the statement which has been 
widely circulated by the commission itself 
that it has no importan wers left, Presi- 
dent Smith says: ““While ‘the advocates of 
the commission's demands before congress 
are strongly insisting that the interstate 
commerce act, as it stands, is utterly 
worthless, and that the commission can 
do nothing, even in the courts, to enforce 
the act or protect the public, the commis- 
sion is vigorously contending in the courts, 
in a number of cases, that valuable pro- 
visions of the act are being violated; and 
it calls on the courts to approve and en- 
force its findings to that effect. Indeed, in 
the last few weeks, Judge Severens, in the 
United States circuit court at Chattanooga, 
has upheld and enforced an order of the 
commission designed to prevent what the 
commission regarded as an undue prefer- 
ence of the city of Nashville over the city 
of Chattanooga. While, on the facts, the 
railroads did not believe that the preference 
was undue or unlawful,, but considered that 
it was fully justified by the circumstances, 
ard will, no doubt, appeal the case, yet the 
fact of the decision wholly disproves the 
unfounded claim that the act to regulate 
commerce is worthless. On the contrary, it 
shows that whenever the courts are satis- 
fied that, by a supposed improper adjust- 
ment of rates, any place or person is put 
to an undue disadvantage, they have the 
power—and will exerecise it—to enforce 
compliance with the act as it now stands. 

‘The commission also urges that it should 
be allowed to fix rates all over the coune 
try, because, it says, otherwise there is no 
adequate remedy for extortionate rates, and 
the only remedy now existing is a suit, af- 
ter the rate has been paid, to recover the 
excess over a reasonable rate. With great 
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the enforcement of the law against unjust ~ 
discrimination by secret concessions, ré= — 
bates and other devices.

friends of each candidate agreeing that 
it is fair for the people and fair for all 
the candidates. It ig the closest ap- 
proach to a genuinely democratic plan. 
being based on the fundamental demo- 
cratic principle that the majority shall 
rule. 

The claim that an instructed delega- 
tion will have no right to break a dead- 
lock is absurd. There have been in- 
structed delegations in ‘state conventions 
ever since the convention plan was adopt- 
ed, and the claim has never before been 
made that such delegations have no 
right to fit their action to the necessities 
and emergencies of a close contest. It 
would have been better, therefore, if the 
Bibb county committee, before placing 
itself in its present remarkable attitude, 
had gone over the ground carefully un- 
til it found some reasonable objection | 
to the present democratic plan. 

The regulation by which the people 
will vote directly for their choice for 
governor was adopted to head off and 
prevent all forms of trickery that are so 
familiar to the smart politicians. The 
plan, as it stands, was hit upon as the 
simplest and most democratic method, 
and one in which tricks and unfair meth- 
ods would not avail. It was adopted be- 
cause the committee had no reason to 
distrust the people, and because the 
friends of all the candidates were anx- 
ious to have the nomination fairly made 

We lay it down as a general proposi- 
tion that the few who are opposed to 
the plan do so either because they are 
afraid to trust the people, or because 
they have reason to believe’ that the 


| choice of the people will not fall on their 


own particular candidate. The plan is 
the very essence of fairness. It will 
not operate to the disadvantage of any 
candidate whom the people favor, and 
it will prevent the success of the can- 
didates to whom the people are opposed. 
This, of course, will not be pleasing to 


| the defeated candidates, but it will be 
has adopt- | 


satisfactory to the people. 

.To this we may add that the plan 
will not be changed. The executive com- 
mittee is not appointed to. please can- 
didates or particular individuals, but to 
look after the welfare of the democratic 
organization and to promote the party 
interests of the democratic voters. In 
this particular matter, they have left 
the nomination of a governor to the dem- 
ocrats themselves, and we have not seen 
and will not see any evidence that the 
voters are not entirely satisfied with 
the plan, as they certainly will be with 
the result. 

Now, as we have had Echoes I and 
Il from The Telegraph conference, we 
shall wait with what patience we can 
for Echo III. 
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A Department of Commerce. 


The movement to establish a depart- 
ment of commerce with representation 
in the president’s cabinet does not seem 
to have been relinquished by its cham- 
pions in spite of the comparative quiet- 
ude which has brooded upon it for sev- 
eral monfhs past. 

Within the last few days reports have 
been sent out from Washington contain- 
ing the arguments made in favor of the 
movement by prominent business men 
and financiers who have appeared from 
time to time before the senate commit- 
tee on commerce. Mr. Theodore Search, 
president of the American Manufac- 
turers’ Association, sums up the conten- 
tions of those who advocate the estab- 
lishment of the proposed department in 
the following manner: 

Our manufacturing interests exceed in tm. 
portance all other interests in which our 
people find employment and investment for 
their capital, and yet there is no depart- 
ment of our national government invested 
with any responsibility for the promotion 
of the welfare of our great industries. The 
growth of our foreign trade, which just now 
is of most vital importance to our manu- 
facturers, would be greatly premoted by 
such a department as that which it is pro- 
posed to create. The present government 
agencies for this purpose are inadequate 
for the needs of our manufacturers; our 
consular service needs improvement and a 
broadening of its scope, which seem to be 
impracticable under the control of the state 
departments, whose functions are diplo- 
matic rather than commercial. In many 
ways it would be possible for a department 
of commerce and industry to promote in- 
terest of trade at home and abroad, and it 
would seem that there should be no valid 
objections to such legislation. 

On account of the importance which 
attaches to the movement to establish 
this proposed department, our law-mak- 
ers intend to proceed with deliberation 
in the matter, and to thoroughly per- 
suade themselves of the necessity of in- 
creasing the number of cabinet portfo- 
lios before yielding to the pressure 
which is being brought to bear upon 
them.

Why Porto Rico May Revolt. 

While Porto Rico has not yet evinced 
any distinct signs of revolutionary dis- 
content, there is good reason to believe 
that when the signal for hostilities be- 
tween Spain and the United States is 
once given, Porto Mico will improve the 
opportunity which the scramble will pre- 
sent to sever the chains which now link 
her to Spain. 

On the score of harsh treatment and 
oppressive taxation, Porto Rico has al- 
most as much cause as Cuba for seeking 
to divorce herself from Spain, and the 
only reason why she has refrained from 
lifting the standard of revolt is that 
she lacks something of the resolute and 
self-assertive spirit which belongs to 
Cuba. With respect to grievances which 
she has suffered at the hands of Spain, 
she has cause enough for discontent. 

But let us not content ourselves with 
abstract propositions. What say the 
figures in regard to Spain’s treatment of 
her colony? In 1896, Porto Rico paid 
into the Spanish treasury taxes aggregat- 
ing $4,374,874. Out of this enormous 
revenue only the paltry sum of $650,000 
found its way back into the island. Most 
of the colonia] office holders instead of 
being natives of the island, are natives 
of the far-off Iberian peninsula, who 
have little interest in Porto Rico beyond 
that of pocketing the salaries which the 
home government permits them to de- 
mand in compensation for their services. 
There are not less than 35,000 Spanish 
office holders of one kind or another sup- 
po by the Porto Ricans. 

Out of 489,267 white natives residing 
on thejsland, there are barely more than 
96,867 who can réad and write. 


| formed her duty to Porto Rico in the 


matter of providing its inhabitants with 
proper educational advantages? On the 
contrary, does it not look as if Spain’s 
purpose was to extort as much revenue 
from the natives of the island as they 
could possibly afford to pay, and to re- 
turn to them just as little in the way of 
colonial disbursements as she could pos- 
sibly permit herself to spare? 

In view of these considerations, it is 
not beyond the pale of reason to suppose 
that if war occurs between the two great 
powers now threatening to confront each 
other, Porto Rico will not be tardy in 
raising the standard of revolt. 

A New Idea of Patriotism. 

The New York Evening Post thug de- 
scribes the country that is worth dying 
for: 

A country worth sacrificing one’s life for 
is not simply a certain area inhabited by 
mammels. Itigacountry peopled by highly 
civilized men, loving arts and literature 
and science, judged by good judges, ad- 
ministered by experts, financed by compe- 
tent financiers, illustrated in every field by 
men who know and cannot be purchased 
and journalized. 

It may be said that the foregoing is an 
entirely original contribution to our gen- 
eral fund of philosophy. So far as we, 
know, it has never been broached by 
either metaphysicians, historians or 
economists. It is hardly worth while 
to say that such a country as The Even- 
ning Post describes exists only in Editor 
Godkin’s imagination. It is a fancy that 
never has been and never will be real- 
ized. It is the Utopla of dreams, 

In the first place people do not love 
their country because their neighbors 
are civilized, or love arts and literature 
and science; or because the judges are 
upright and enlightened; or because the 
laws are administered by experts, or the 
finances competently managed; or be 
cause of one, or any, or all, of these 
things. They have no more to do with 
love of country than the bird that flies 
or the wind that blows. ‘The man who 
is willing to die for his country knows 
from what essence his willingness flows, 
but he cannot explainit. The sentiments 
behind it are not answerable to the for- 
mulas of logic, or mathematics, or tothe 
processes of intellectual reasoning. Men 
the most gifted are as willing to die for 
their country as the most ignorant, and 
one can give no better reason for it than 
the other. 

Patriotism is a living, moving, breath- 
ing sentiment—a power of overwhelming 
force. It is seen, felt, recognized on all 
hands; but it is inexplicable to the intel- 
lect and acts independently: of it. 3 

What kind of country did the Dutch 
fight forin their long wars? Or the 
Swiss? As for the American revolu- 
tionists, the country they fought for was 
e wilderness, comparatively, in which 
the arts, sciences and literature were at 
a very low ebb. The more desolate and 
unattractive a country is, the more will- 
ing are its inhabitants to carry their pa- 
triotism to the point of highest sacrifice. 
The sentiment is so firmly rooted in the 
human mind that civilization merely 
gives it a new reason for being, and edu- 
cation but makes it the keener. 

Editor Godkin, as usual, is merely in- 
dulging in the sort of gymnastics we see 
manifested by a cat which chases its 
tail. 


Opened with Good Omens. 

The movement to bring about more in- 
timate trade relations between the Unit- 
ed States and the various countries of 
South America has at last borne practi- 
cal fruit in the formal opening of the 
first sample warehouse established under 
the auspices of the American Manufac- 
turers’ Association at Caracas, Ven- 
ezuela. 

This sample warehouse is the out- 
growth of prolonged and earnest consul- 
tation on the part of some of the leading 
business men of this country as to the 
best means of convincing South Ameri- 
can importers of the superior quality of 
our natural and manufactured products. 
Seeing that these South American im- 
porters insisted upon purchasing the 
great bulk of their supplies in European 
markets, in spite of the economic and 
neighborly considerations which ought 
to have induced them to trade in the 
United States, our enterprising business 
men conceived the idea of establishing 
the sample warehouse at Caracas, de- 
termined, if the experiment succeeded, to 
establish other sample warehouses else- 
where. moe 

The sample warehouse at Caracas is 
stored with every product native to the 
fields, mines and factories of the United 
States; and even if it fails to execute 
the high mission which its sanguine au- 
thors have designed for it, it will cer- 
tainly prove instrumental in largely 
building up the trade relations between 
the two great portions of the hemisphere. 
The exercisesf incident to the formal 
opening of the sample warehouse at Ca- 
racas furnish the most auspicious omens 
in themselves, and give rise to hopeful ex- 
pectations. In the account of these exer- 
cises published in The Philadelphia Man- 
ufacturer appears the statement that in 
addition to the presence of the govern- 
ment officials, including the chief execu- 
tive himself, almost the entire popula- 
tion of Caracas turned out to witness the 
extraordinary spectacle. Speeches were 
delivered by President Andrade, Hon. 
Francis B. Loomis, United States min- 
ister to Venezuela; General Alejandro 
Ybarra, one of the most distinguished 
citizens of the republic; Mr. Rudolf 
Dolge, the director.of the sample ware- 
house, and others. In‘ these speeches 
the most fraternal sentiments were in- 
terchanged. specially felicitous was 
the language of President Andrade, who 
assured the representatives of the Amer- 
ican Manufacturers’ Association that 
their efforts in behalf of closer trade re- 
lations between the two great portions of 
the hemisphere met with Venezuela's 
warm approval, and that good results 
could hardly fail to come from the estab- 
lishment of the sample warehouse at Ca- 
racas. ‘With reference to the enterprise 
which this country had displayed in mat- 
ters of industry and commerce, the chief 
executive gracefully declared that the 
prestige which belonged to us in this 
respect almost rivaled that which char- 
acterized the grandeur of our democrat- 
ic institutions. 

We feel tempted to allude briefly to the 
speech of Mr. Rudolf Dolge on account 
of the important light which it throws 
upon the purposes contemplated in the 
building of the sample warehouse at Ca- 
racas. The purposes were thus set forth 
by Mr. Dolge: First, to exhibit the va- 
rious products of our market to the care- 
ful and deliberate inspection of Ven- 
ezuelan importers; second, to furnish all 
needed information with respect to the 
establishments manufacturing these 


expressed the belief that practical re- 
sults would immediately accrue from 
the influence of the sample warehouse at 
Caracas, and that the most sanguine 
hopes of its projectors would be realized 
in its ultimate success. Of course this 
remains to be seen. In spite of the flatter- 
ing indications wnich now wait upon it, 
the plan may not succeed; but if it does 
succeed, the sample warehouse at Carac- 
as will be only the herald and forerunner 
of other similar establishments planted 
in every commercial center of the South 
American continent.

Could Not Get It Published. 


Editor Constitutior—My attention has 
been called to an éditorial which appeared 
in a recent issue of The Macon Telegraph, 
in which there is personal reference made 
to myself, and to which I desire briefly to 
reply. The Telegraph will not allow mé 
the vse of its columns to do so, and for 
this reason I ask the indulgence of The Con. 
stitution. 

Several days ago I asked the editor of 
The Telegraph, Mr. Pendleton, who, be it 
remembered, was editor of The Valdosta 
Times in 1892, if it was not true that Hon. 
Spencer Atkinson, while a candidate for 
congress in this district during that year, 
had indorsed the Ocala platform. As a 
matter of fact, I know that he did, and I 
was sure then, as I am now, that the editor 
of, The Telegraph knows it also. He was 
the “ringmaster general’ of Hon. H. G. 
Turner’s campaign during that memorable 
contest—a kind of guardian ad litem of the 
political fortunes of that great and only 
original statesman, the ‘‘disher out’ of 
the Valdosta postoffice alone excepted. The 
aforementioned Valdosta Times, edited, as 
before stated, by the present editor of The 
Telegraph, was Mr. Turner's official organ 
and in those days it was hot after -‘ tkin- 
son for indorsing the Ocala platform. 

The Telegraph published the note of in- 
quiry and answered in substance that Mr. 
Atkinson did indorse the Ocala platform, 
but “‘not necessarily”’—‘“‘in full.” Then in 
a labored editorial it is stated that he did 
and contended that he did not. 

I then wrote and forwarded to The Tel- 
egraph the following brief communication, 
which it refused to publish, but to my 4as- 
tonishment, there {is an editorial reply, 
in which I am put in the attitude of being 
a very reckless young fellow. The im- 
Pression is sought to be conveyed that I 
was (1) neither “sincere” nor had proper 
‘‘motives;” that I (2) accused The Telegraph 
of “slander;” that I (3) “misquoted” it, 
and (4) that I accused it of “‘other things.” 
Then taking a new hold, the able editor of 
The Telegraph says that (5) I put quotation 
marks ‘‘around’’ words he did not use, and 
(6) conveyed ideas he did not express, be- 
sides (7) administering a “roast,’’ and last- 
ly it is seriously asserted that (8) my mem- 
ory “may” not be “clear” as to the events 
of 1892. Here is the communication: 

Editor Telegraph—I thank you for your 
prompt answer to my question as to wheth- 
er or not“Hon. Spencer Atkinson indorsed 
the Ocala platform while a candidate for 
congress against Hon. H. G. Turner in 1892. 
I must confess, however, to some degree 
of disappointment that it should become 
necessary for you in your effort to defend 
Mr. Atkinson (as I knew you would do— 
The Telegraph being so very neutral in the 
gubernatorial gontest now) to attack the 
national democratic platform, upon which 
all members of the party are at least sup- 
posed to stand. Jt does not speak well for 
Mr. Atkinson that his friends, in trying 
to defend his political record, should find 
it necessary to thus attack the principles 
of the party to which he pretends to be 
long. 

Yeur defense of Mr. Atkinson's course 
in the contest referred to is the very best 
that could be made. You admit that he did 
indorse the Ocala platform, and yet argue 
that he did not. You say that in ‘his print- 
ed address to the voters of the district he 
said that if it became necessary to carry 
out the theories he advocated he would 
legislate every syllable of that platform 
into law.’"’ How could it have possibly be- 
come necessary for him to legisiate “every 
syllable of that platform into laW"’ in order 
to carry out “the theories he advocated.” 
if his theories. were not in entire harmony 
wtih that same platform? And if they were 
in harmony, is that not an indorsement? 
You say not so—"‘in full, as we all learn- 
ed later.’’

It will not do to say that the theories 
Mr. Atkinson advocated at that time are 
now ‘“‘covered’”’ by the Chicago platform.

Then came the dispute about dates—a 
good-natured dispute over which Secretary 
Fuller presided with an almanac. Somebody 
suggested June 30th, but Mr. Fuller found 
by reference to his almanac that this was 
the date on which the Spanish armada sail- 
ed. Somebody suggested July fith, but Sec- 
retary Fuller bobbed up with documentary 
evidence that Julius Ceasar died on that 
day.

The convention which ts to meet on the 
date named will consist of six delegates 
from Fulton county, and three each from 
the counties of Cobb and Clayton. Up te 
this time the only announced candidate for 
the senate in Cobb is Hon. John E. Mozeley, 
of Marietta, at present a member of the 
lower house. Representative Awtrey has 
been looked upon as a probable candidate, 
but it is said that he will not enter the 
race. Chairman Dobbs has also teen pet!- 
tioned to run, but he, too, has declined to 
enter the contest. It is not yet known 
whether or not Mr. Mozley will be opposed 
in Cobb county, and the members of the 
committee from that portion of the district 
declined yesterday to discuss his chances 
in any way. 

Fulton county can prevent the nomina- 
tion of any candidate not satisfactory 
to local interests if the delegates see fit, 
because Fulton has exactly half the con- 
vention. But nothing has yet been said 
or done to indicate how Fulton county 
stands, and none of the members of the 
committee are willing to discuss the sit- 
uation. Gubernatorial, congressional, leg- 
islative and county politics have overshad- 
owed the senatorial contest for the time 
being; and it is not likely that the rena- 
torship will be taken up until after the 
local primaries next Thursday. The una-

UDGE LUMPKIN delivered an 
J B. Price Company against 
of Atlanta yesterday morning. 
to grant the injunction asked for by the 
former to restrain the city from enforcing 
the ordinance requiring canvassers for of- 
ders in the city to pay $25 license fee, but 
granted an injunction against the city to 
restrain it from proceeding against the 
property of the L. B. Price Company for 
the amount of the fi. fa. issued for the H- 
cense of its agents. 

The case has been under consideration 
for some time and involves many points 
of law, the principal one relating to the 
interstate commerce act passed by con- 
gress. This was the foundation of the 
injunction and the point it was thought 
by the attorneys would make the in- 


junction -grantabie. 

The petition for the injunction was a ee 
founded on the act of the legislature pisé- 
ed in 1898, which allows business firms 
to have agents solicit goods for them, 
provided the agents do not deliver goods. 
Some time ago the L. B. Price ‘Company, 
an establishment dealing almost exciusive- 
ly in carpets, rugs, draperies, curtains and 
laces, sent agents into Georgia to solicit 
orders for the company, which is located 
in Kansas City. 

The agents went to work in Atlanta 
and when the orders began to pour in 
the company opened a warehouse here 
under the management of W. F. Crawl. 
For some time the agents went over the 
city and secured many orders for the fur- 
nishings which the Price company dealt in. 

It is said that a good business was 
built up and Atlanta was soon considered 
by the home house as a fertile field. It 
was not long, however, before the police 
authorities’ attention was called to men 
who were doing a business without a 
license. One of the soliciting sgents was 
arrested and taken before Se recorder 
by virtue of the ordinance equiring agents 
to pay license. 

This was Mr. Winfred Paley, who is a 
party to the petition for the injunction. 
The many points of law involved and the 
complications which would rise was the 
cause of the case being brought out of 
the, recorder’s court and City Attorney 
Anderson agreed with Colonel] Lewis W. 
Thomas, who was representing the Price 
company and Mr. Paley, to have a petition 
for injunction filed in the superior court 
and the question settled there. . 

The papers were filed in the court, ond 
it was argued before Judge Lumpkin some 
time ago. The law on the question was 
carefully gone into and many authorities 
were quoted. Judge Lumpkin tcok the 
case under advisement and gave out his 
decision yesterday, which does not eajoin 
the city. but allows’ the ordinance re- 
quiring a license of soliciting agents where 
the goods are distributed in the city to be 
enforced as heretofore. 

fhe constitution of the United Steres 
says that congress shall have the sole 
right to reguiate interstate commerce and 
as the buying of goods in Kansas City 
and delivering them in Atlanta takes in 
that question the case will probably be 
carried to the highest courts for findl ad- 
judication. 

Colonel Thomas said yesterday that he 
would very likely take the case to the 
supreme court.

Colonel Felder will direct his remarks 
particularly to Colonel Lon Livingston 
and is going to fire some ardent shot into 
the latter's record, more particularly the 
war record Colonel Livingston is now ac- 
quiring in Washington. 

The friends of Colonel Felder gay that 
he is going to inject a whole lot of cayenne 
into a ncw combination that he has fer- 
reted out—the alliance which he alleges 
exists between Major E. B. Stahlman, of 
Nashville, who is well known as a repre- 
sentative of railroad interests. [t is stated 
py friends of Colonel 
Major Stahlman’s recent visit to Atlanta 
not less than two railroad men have gone 
to the fcrmer and have withdrawn their 
active support, one of them announcing 
newly felt opposition to Colonel Felder, 
Colonél Felder says, speaking of the in- 
terest it is alleged Major Stahlman feels 
fm the congressional race in the fifth dis- 
trict:

ROASTED EVERYBODY ELSE IN SIGHT 


Mr. Blackburn Detailed His Plan To 
Open Up the Chattahoochee and 
Make Atlanta a Seaport City. 


“If you don’t want me for congress 
be sure and elect Mr. Branan, for after 
me he is the best man in the race.’”’—

“If you can’t vote for me for con- 
gress vote for Mr. Blackburn, for he 
is the best man that’s running beside 
myself.’’—Charles I. Branan. 


OLONEL B. M. BLACKBURN and 

Mr. Charles I. Branan, two of the 

candidates for congress from. this 
district, met in joint debate at the taber- 
nacle last night, and for four hours in- 
terested an audience of 2,000 persons, some 
of whom were ladies. The spirit of the 
widely advertised clash between these two 
candidates is told in the following utter- 
ances: 

They roasted Messrs, Livingston and 
Felder, but the love licks passed by the 
two political belligerents were both pleas- 
ant and interesting to the crowd. It looked 
like a combination. Anyway it was under- 
stood that they paid for the brass band 
jointly. for it played a salute to Mr. Branan 
as well as it rendered ‘‘Dixie’ when Mr. 
Blackburn began his erfthustastic and vig- 
orous attack upon his political enemies. 

No mercy was shown by either speaker 
for those who happen to be on the side of 
Felder or Livingston. Mr. Blackburn hit 
everybody in sight except Mr. Branan, and 
he said ‘“‘Charley’s all right.””’ Mr. Branan 
in his original and effective style stuck 
pin holes in all the political records, which 
he did not smash outright, but when he 
discussed Mr. Blackburn he remarked ‘“‘Ben 
was all right.”’ 

Mr. Blackburn, who spoke first, dealt 
principally in personalities, and paid little 
attention to any possible political issues, 
uniess it was that of lynch law, which he 
said was the leading issue. He announced 
himself as an earnest adyocate of lynch 
law. His speech was bitter, but interesting. 
He made a great impression on his audi- 
ence by detailing his plan to open up the 
Chattahoochee river from the gulf to At- 
lanta, and to build wharves up about Bol- 
ton, so that the big ships can come right 
up to this city. He promised to secure an 
appropriation of $2,000,000 if possible to do 
this work, and he painted in roseate hues 
the great commercial benefit that would 
be derived from this great engineering 
scheme. 

The plan to make Atlanta a seaport city 
took like wild fire, but some thoughtful 
member of the audience dampened the en- 
thusiasm by suggesting that it would be 
unwise to bring the ocean up here now, 
as there would be danger of the Spanish 
fleet coming up ».the Chattahoochee and 
shelling the city. 

Mr. Blackburn read a telegrarn from Mr. 
Livingston explaining that the congress- 
man could not be present at the joint 
debate as had been advertised, because of 
the fact that he was tied up in congress 
trying to settle the trouble with Spain. 
Mr. Blackburn regretted very much that 
neither Mr. Livingston nor Mr. Felder were 
present, so that they could hear the com- 
pliments he intended to pay them. Mr. 
Blackburn plunged into his subject with 
his characteristic spirit, and among the 
torrid utterances he released during his 
speech were the following: 

Blackburn Says Felder Fears Him. 

“] feel that it is unnecessary for me to 
be introduced to a Fulton county audi- 
ence. The audience is not as large as it 
would otherwise have been, for it has been 
the consistent policy of the opposition to 
mislead the people through the daily pa- 
pers who are advocating the claims of Mr. 
Felder. But I thank God there are enough 
here to circulate the truth* and by the 
Eternal I am going to tell it. Mr. Felder 
was at first quite anxious for a joint de- 
bate and in his announcement he chal- 
lenged Mr. Livingston. But since the pri- 
mary has been nixed he hag not opened 
his mouth about a joint debate. Among 
the reasons he has given for refusing iv 
meet me in joint discussion he has claimed 
that there are no issues between us. Yes- 
terday morning he came out in an inter- 
view in The Constitution and said I had 
no following in Fulton county and for 
that reason he refused to meet me. But, 
gentiemen, 1 want tu tell you that ine 
reason he refusedg is because he is afraid 
to meet me in joint debate. He is not 
only afraid to meet me, but he is afri#id 
to meet anyone in joint debate where his 
record is to be analyzed. 

“I am very sorry indeed that Mr. Felder 
is not out tonight. I was very sorry a 
few days ago to learn that Mr. Felder 
was seized with an attack of heart failure. 
Mr. Felder cannot run fast enough to get 
out of the range of my guns, When Mr. 
Felder announced his candidacy, there was 
such a tambourine display by The Consti- 
tution and Journal. that I was at a loss 
to know whether a Salvation Army had 
come to town or whether Tom had really 
announced.

He was: interrupted many 
times by his admirers by such encouraging 
remarks as “Go it, Charley.” 

“You dry up.’’ was the emphatic respons6é 
made by Mr. Branan to these interruptions. 

Mr. Branan riddled Mr. Felder’s record 
and spoke of his own record. He talked 
of his measure to place county officers on 
salaries. 

He talked of the increase of the tax rate 
and incidentally referred to the increase in 
population.

“Why, when I was in the legislature the 
tax was but a little over $4. but since Myr. 
Felder went there he has raised it to $6.20,” 
said Mr. Branan. “Now. if vou want a 
congressman who'll give you $4 taxes vote 
for me; if you want to pay $6 per thousand, 
vote for ‘Mr. Felder.”’

WQUIDATION HEAVY 


Foreign Demand for Wheat Again Yory 
Much in Evidence. 


SHORTS WERE SOON SATISFIED 


Coarse Grains, Especially Corn, Were 
Strong and Higher—Provisions 
Stagnant and Unchanged. 


Chicago, April 18.—Wheat today felt the 
heavy liquidation of last week. The elim- 
ination of a large part of the short inter- 
est and generally favorably crop reports 
had a sufficiently depressing influence on 
the market to cause a closing decline in 
July of 4c. The coarser grain markets 
were strong, especially corn, which ad- 
vaneed %ec. Oats closed’ %c higher. Pro- 
visions were stagnant and closed at prac- 
tically unchanged prices. 

A rather easy feeling was noticeable 
at the opening in wheat, but the incipient 
weakness gave way to strength almost 
before the market got under way. The 
foreign demand was again very, much in 
evidence, it heing stated that everything 
offered of wheat, corn, rye and oats was 
accepted in the continental markets at 
good prices. This evidence of determina- 
tion on the part of foreigners to get all 
the grain possible before the actual out- 
break of expected hostilities resulted in a 
very: general buying movement. As offer- 
ings were small and in scattered jolts, prices 
advanced easily. The short interest vas 
s90n satisfied, however, and although the 
market received support from scalpers, 
the tendency of the market in the main 
was downward for the rest of the session. 
After the advance of %c to 87%c for July, 
a decline to &86%c followed, and for a time 
the market was neld at a slight advance 
over that price. Before 11:30 o’clock, how- 
ever, July had dropped to 86@864ec. The 
market was marked by a good deal of ner- 
vousness, although prices kepi within a 
comparatively fair range. The price of 
July at one time fel? as low at 85%c. From 
there it recovered to S86™%c and fell again 
to S6c. It wae bringing 86%c at the close. 
Trading was for the most part confined 
to July. 

Corn was strong early in sympathy with 
wheat, but afrer that acted independently 
and was strong to the close.

THE CENSUS TAKERS ARE PAID. 


They Receiv>1 Money for Correcting 
Mistakes Their First Report. 

The enumera..rs who recently took the 
school census of the city were paid for 
their work yesterday afternoon. The finance 
committee of the board of education de- 
cided to grant their request for pay for 
extra time, and this added money was also 
yesterday. 

When the enumerators first took the cen- 
sus Major Slaton decided, when the returns 
were handed him, to personally check over 
the report with the city directory. In doing 
this he found many houses which had not 
been reported on and for this reason he 
rejected the report of the enumerators. 

They went to work again and augmented 
the number of school children by several 
hundred. When the report was accepted by 
the board of education the enumerators 
made application for the pay for the time 
they spent in correcting their work. Sev- 
eral of the members of the board were op- 
poged to granting this pay, but the matter 
was finally left with the finance committee. 

A few days ago, at a meeting held by 
that committee, it was decided to pay the 
enumerators the extra money, and Superin- 
tendent Slaton was notified of the action 
of the committee. The entire cost of taking 
the census was $613, and a check was drawn 
for this amount yesterday.

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Miss Venable Talks 
of Maine Disaster. 


Miss Fuizabeth Venable, after an event- 
ful winter srent at Key West, Fla., is in 
the city, the guest of the family of Major 
Joseph Van Holt Nash, A cq@iversation with 
Miss Venable as to present situation in 
impepding war impresses one with the fact 
ne gomonineasd is as much the character- 
istic ef the womanly woman as it is of 
the manly man. J thave heard the Maine 
dfsaster discussed by men and women, and 
cead realistic accounts of it in the publica- 
tions of th> country. But I never so fully 
appreciated the terrors of the incident till 
1 heard them vividly recalled by Miss Ven- 
able, who, though she was not an eye- 
witness of the explosion, has been so close- 
ly identified with those actually in it, that 
she is able to tell the story in all its phases 
—the interesting, the humble and the. pa- 
thetic. Her expressions of patriotism are 
impressive and admirable in an American 
and southern girl and as she talks of the 
Maine as she saw it in all its splendor, 
and then shudders as she relates its terri- 
ble extermination, seems to have im- 
bibed that spirit that makes the gallant 
~embers of the navy love every atom of 
their ships. As she nursed them after their 
perilous escape, she found that their pa- 
triotism touched a responsive echo in her 
nature, and she felt for the first time how 
strong could be the love of country. Her 
eyes flash with indignation at any reference 
made to the persecutions of the Spaniards, 
and were she not the delicate little blonde 
beauty with the mild voice, one might im- 
agine from her eloquent expressions of in- 
dignation toward the enemies who wrecked 
the Maine that she, like Joan of Arc, could 
Jead an army of her countrymen against 
any invasion. 


“The Insult to the Flag.” 


In discussing the sufferings and death 
of those surviving the explosion, Miss Ven- 
able would repeit time and again, “and 
besides all this, think of the insult to our 


she 


flag.’’ 

Previous to the Maine’s being sent to 
Havana it was anchored off Key West and 
Captain Sigsbee, with the officers of his 
ship and those of other men-of-war, were 
the part of a charming social contingent, 
of which Miss Venable was the admired 
center, She entertained with that graceful 
hospitality for which her family is famous 
and was given a german on board the 
Matne just previous to its departure for 
Havana. She had become attached to the 
ship and all its staff, and when she 
heard of the disaster that had 
bef:lien it she felt as if she had sustained 
a personal loss and her impulse wae to go 
to the rescue of those she knew were in- 
jured.

to Key West she at once devoted herself 
to doing al) “she could toward alleviating 
their suffering. 

“It was harrowing,” she eaid, “but my 
heart was in,the work, and I did all I 
could for them. I could stand everything 
better than I did the funerals that fol- 
lowed the calamity, for, after afew days. 
those bodys recay2red in the harbor were 
brought to Key West for interment. 

“Their approach was announced by that 
muffled beating of the drum, that mo- 
notonous, but harmonious sound that,Chop- 
in 80 well illustrated in the dominant note 
of his funeral march. My impu!se would 
‘be on hearing it, to hide myself that I 
might not: witness the procession, but 
then when I would catch a glimpse of the 
flags draped in mourning and realize that 
it was a nation’s grief for which the bells 
tolled, mine was one too great for tears, 
and I stood with bowed head and saw each 
sad procession go by. 

“First would come a detachment of offi- 
cers. and safiors from each ship in har- 


bor, then the wagons with their flags and. 


mourning, and last of all the one bearing 
the great iron caskets, each one covered 
with a pall upon which was a white star. 
As many as six of these, one after an- 
other, have passed before me, and the 
only consolation of witnessing these would 
be to go to the hospital and do all I could 
there,”’ 


A short time ago Mies Venable wrote to 
to me giving a. vivid and beautiful de- 
scription of her trip at Key West. Though 
not for publication, the letter was used in 
this department of the paper, and subse- 
quently copied in The New York Herald, 
Boston Journal and many similar publi- 
cations and finally The London Times, 
Though at first resenting the publicity 
given the private letter, she does not re- 
gret it now, since, through it, she was 
enabled to give comfort to so many whose 
relatives were on the Maine at the time 
of the troubles. 

Seeing the aecount of her work at Key 
West dozens of appealing letters were 
addressed to her, asking that she be kind 
to ‘‘this one’s brother,” ‘‘that one’s hus- 
band” and “another’s friend.’’ 

One letter came from a sister in Ken- 
tucky, who told:the pathetic story of hav- 
ing said goodby to a wayward brother 
years ago. She had heard he was on the 
Maine and besought Miss Venable to look 
for him and give him messages from her. 
investigation proved the sad fact that he 
had been among the unfortunates who 
could not be found. 

Another letter told a similar story of 
a brother under an assumed name, who 
Miss Venable found among the most cheer- 
ful of the hospital patients, though both 
his legs were broken. 

Many pathetic incidents resulted from 
the receipt of these letters, which en- 
abled Miss Venable to give messages from 
loved ones at home to those suffering. 

Miss Louise Stevenson, 2 well-known 
young woman artist of New York, reading 
of Miss Venable’s work in Key West, 
wrote her a letter in which ghe enclosed 
a check asking that it be used in the pur- 
chase of flowers and delicacies for the 
sufferers.

HOW OLD IS THIS BRICK? 


One Unearthed in Foundation of Old 
DeKalb Courthouse Bearing the 
Mark “1588.” 

During the excavation of the foundation 
of the old DeKalb courthouse by a large 
force of workmen yesterday, a brick was 
found that bears the mark of many cen- 

turies. 

While picking at the hard mortar and 
brick one of the convicts struck with his 
pick a substance that seemed to be even 
harder than the other parts of the founda- 
tior? 

He worked around and soon saw that it 
was just the size of a brick.
